One Statement Is That the Larger Part 
of the Town Has Been Destroyed 
and a Number Killed.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. 23.—Reports 
received here this morning from Paris, Lo- 
gan County, in regard to the storm at Mag- 
azine and Booneville; are conificting. One 
report ig that two-thirds of the houses at 
Magazine were destroyed, that three houses 
at Booneville, 12 miles northwest of Maga- 
zine were demolished and that two persons 
were killed. Another report is that six 
houses were wrecked at Magazine and that 
eight persons were injured. The reports 
agree that both towns sustained consider- 
able damage. 

In the teritory between Magazine and 
Rooneville nearly all the fencing of the 
farmers was blown down and a great deal 
of stock was killed. CaskKell’s livery stable 
at Magazine was blown down and éevera!l 
horses were killed. 

There was no business property destroyed 
in Booneville, the three houses blown down 
being residences. Magazine is a town of 
nearly 1000 inhabitants and has only about 
a half dozen brick buildings. The other 
buildings are frame. structures, many of 
which are eaid to have been wrecked. 

There is no way of reaching Magazine by 
telegraph, the wires between Ross Hollow 
and that place not being in operation.

“McKinley sends warships and thousands of soldiers here to prove in 1899 
that Washington was wrong in 1776. 

“They have slaughtered hundreds and hundreds of our poor people, have 
burned our homes and laid waste our plantations. They have a brave soldiery. 
They have bayoneted our wounded men in their trenches and shot them to 
death as the readiest way of getting rid of them. They have assaulted our wom- 
en—Oh, shame, shame. 

“How long: will this war last? 
kill. It will end when our children cease 
wrongs put upon their fathers and mothers, 

“They want to kill me especially. They have even offered a reward to some 
of my people to take me, dead or alive. I have read somewhere that a similar 
reward was offered by the English for George Washington in the early war of 
the revolution. 

“Very well; they may kill me. I am only one. 
then what? Do they think there will be no more war? 
ter leaders will arise and avenge my people. 

“They will succeed? Then what? What will they get? A land of 
and helpless children.

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AN APPEAL FOR FULL INDEPENDENCE. 


Document Sent to American Congressmen by the Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs of the Filipino Republic. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The Filfpino 
junta at Hong Kong is becoming more ac- 
tive as the meeting of Congress draws 
neurer. Senator Fairbanks, in company 
With all other Senators and Representatives 
ruw in Washington, have received through 
the mails a pamphlet signed by Fellpe Bu- 
ercamino (Philip Cood Road), so-called Sec- 
retary for Foreign Affairs of the Filipino 
Republic, setting forth the various reasons 
why his Government should be recognited. 
The pamphlet has an appendix containing 
the various dispatches, telegrams and or- 
eds that passed between the United States 
representatives in the islands at the time 
of the war with Spain. On these docu- 
ments Senor Buencamino seeks to raise the 
presumption that the Filipino Republic was 
to receive recognition from the United 
States. 

The Secretary begins by saying that it 
has come to the ears of the Filipin»y Gov- 
ernment that the President of the United 
States is about to call a session of Con- 
gress for the special purpose of cunsider- 
ing the Philippine situation, and that he 
Gesires to lay before it the reasons why 
the independence of the islands shouid be 
recognized, He argues that the larger 
and more powerful a State, the greater 
the obligation resting on it to support the 
independence of lesser States. “For in- 
stance, it appears evident that the powerful 
and wealthy nation which you «entiemen 
represent in Congress has been deputed by 
God to assist the Filipinos in their ar-luous 
and difficult task of restoration of inde- 
pendence.” 

The alleged co-operation offered and ren- 


dered to Aguinaldo by Consuls Wildman 
and Pratt is then referred to. This 
operation, says the Secretary, | 

the fact that the MeCulloch | 
Aguinalido to Manila; that Admiral Dewey 
received him with the honors due to a Geii- 
erai and gave him 60 rifles, and that he was 
allowed to establish at Cavite, then ne.d 
oy the Wnited States, the headquarters of 
the Republic. 

Mr. Pratt, in one of his letters appended, 
congratulated Aguinaldo on his speedy tri- 
umph, as it proves his own wisdom in Te’. 
ommending him to Admiral Dewey. Consul 
Wildman, in another Jetter, advises Agcuin- 
aldo to treat the Spanish as they would 
have treated the Filipinos and keep them 
on rice and water—advice, Which the Se. 
retary says, ‘our humane leader declined to 
edopt.”’ 

But the Secretary says that the object of 
God in assigning the United States to free 
the Filipinos has been frustrated “Hy 
whom’ he asks, He then procee is: . 

“Aias, esteemed citizens of the 
American Republic, you know well

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the cause of such reckless perturbations. It 
iis your President, William McKinley, who, 
using as a pretext alleged rights ob‘ained 
through the purchase of more than doubtful 
sovereignty from Spain, gives evidence of 
his intention to ignore the bonde of friend- 
ship which should unite the two nations by 
imposing upon us by force of arms the sov- 
ereignty of the United States. Is this con- 
duct in line with the canons of morality, 
whereby the United States grew great? 
Surely not. For, if obligations are appli- 


cable to internal affairs there should be no 
evasion of the great Republic duty t)? stand 
by and protect the Filipino nation. 

“In the name of Almighty God, -f hu- 
manity, and of national honor, I appeal to 
the citizens of the United Statee to fulfil! 
these obligations by passing a just resolu- 
tion recognizing our independence, thus 
ending a wicked and inhuman war. 

The document sets up these claims: 

“That the Filipinos captured 9000 prisoners 
and set up a Republic and were practi celly 
recognized by the United States officers, 
that Dewey wrote to Aguinaido asking for 
paeses for British subjects to § travel 
through the islands; that Otis, Anderson 
and Merritt all addressed Aguinaldo as 
‘General Commanding the Philippine Army,’ 
and that Gen. Anderson asked him for 
camping grounds and quarters, as well as 
Other assistance against ‘our common cn- 
emy,’ that Dewey handed over to Aguinaido 
a complaint about the French ' steumer 
Campania de Fillipinas, stating that he had 
no jurisdiction in the matter; that Ander- 
son and Merritt addressed telegrams to Ag- 
ulfaldo, asking him to evacuate the sub- 
urbs of Manila and promising to negociate 
with him afterward on the subject.’’ 


“As for the concession of sovereignty,” 
proceeds the Secretary, ‘‘it is null and void, 
for it has been celebrated in contravention 
of al. principles of international law end in 
opposition to the principles of justice. For 
it is not moral, nor just, nor in accordance 
with internationa) law to say to a nation 
‘I will help you to sweep away Spanish 
sovereignty and make you independent and 
after helping you so to do I will come and 
Suy your sovereignty from Spain and im. 
pose it by force of arms on the protected 
people.’ Citations are made from interna- 
tional law and then it is contenied that 
Spain had lost her sovereignty and cous 
not cede what she did not have.” 

The third point follows in ful!: 

“We are a community of 8,000 400 people, 
politically organized on well detined terri- 
tory with our own Government, which is 
competent to protect our citizens and to as- 
sume full aug y= nga for our cdnduct 
toward other States. Ve have an official 
language—Spanish. We have an enlizht- 
ened religion—the Roman Catholic. Strict 
reorality, which emanates ‘rom (Christianiz- 
ing influences, governs our manners end 
customs. And, last, we live in families in 
towns and cities, affording permanent evi- 
dence of a cultured and clvi: zed society. 
These are the reasons why we appeal for 
recognition to the people of the Untied 
Stats, who are to decide our fate, a fate 
which would be better 'f heeding the uic- 
tates of humanity your Presijent (Mr. Me- 
Kinley) had not chosen to wage against us 


a cruel, devastating war.’’

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THE ISSUE STATED, 


In the summary of recommendations which the President 
will make in his forthcoming message, the most important 
is that the Philippine Archipelago be retained as an integral 
part of the United States. 

The President shifts his ground again. Hitherto he has 
said that the first thing to be done is te reduce the islands to 
order and then deliberate on the political questions involved. 
This notion is abandoned and the issue is plainly raised and 
stated. It is possession pure and simple. We are frankly 
told that the sovereignty of the United States must ge made 
good and the natives compelled to acknowledge it. 

The President, then, proposes to attach a dependency to 
the United States which must be held and governed by 
force. He surrenders the primary principle of the Ameri- 
can political state—government by consent, and substitutes 
the imperial idea. 

There is no precedent in history for a transformation so 
sudden and radical. Will it be accepted by the people? The 
proposal is so monstrous that it is hard-to believe that, upon 
discussion in Congress, it will not be repudiated with horror. 
Whatever may have happened to William McKinley and his 
advisers, the American people are still true to the principles 
of liberty and self-government,

signed the report of the Philippine Commission. Now he 
is a shelved hero, who was never very much of a hero. The 
reports of the home transfer in Administration papers clearly 
show that the McKinley clique would be glad to break down 
the popular regerd for the admiral.

In his speech of acceptance Gen. Boynton 
Was severe on the Critics of the conduct 
of the war with Spain, and in a most point- 
ed manner contrasted Grant with Miles, the 


| 


soldiers of the Civil War with those of the 
Spanish War and greatly to the discredit of 
the latter. Gen. Boynton said on these 
points: . 
“Did Gen, Grant spend his time about 
the Commissary stores in the capacity of a 
pure food commissioner? Did he send his 
 staft officers throughout the limits of his 
command to gather evidence to prove that 
the War Department did not know more 
than a thing or two about war? Did he fill 
the press of the land with interviews criti- 
cising everything and everybody but him- 
self? When he telegraphed Gen. Thomas 
from Louisville to hold Chattanooga, did 
Thomas reply, ‘We are out of the proper 
brand of meat, and it can’t be done,’ or, 
did he reply, ‘We will hold the town till 


we starve? Did Gen. Thomas and his 
general officers send a Round Robin to 
Washington concerning the conditions of 


their stomachs, the temperature and their 
pulee, and promptly furnish a copy of it'to 
the press? 

“And what of the soldiers who served 
under Gen. Thomas? They went about the 
Streets of Chattanooga and the horse and 
mule corralls, picking up kernels of scat- 
tered corn. They gathered about the refuse 
heaps of the commissary atores where 
mouldy bread was thrown, whittled off the 
mould, and filled their haversacks with the 
crumbs; and when interrupted by the play 
of the siege guns, they would look up at 
the smoking summit of Lookout and ex- 
Claim, ‘If these rations hold, Mr, Johnny 
Reb, we'll get you yet.’ 

“The monuments which Illinois here dedi- 
cates are to such officers and men. Let 
the small, but the loud and persistent 


crowd of grumblers of the National Guard 
in the war with Spain, who filled the land 
with their baseless groanings take notice 
of the kind of soldiers which an American 
State delights to honor.

The Tilinols monuments and the markers 
ft Chickamauga Park and the vicinity of 
Chattanooga dedicated to-day are 107 ih 
number and were erected out of an ap- 
erragen of $65,000 by the Tlinois Legis- 
ature. Of the markers there are 33 in 


Chickamauga Park and 19 in Chattanooga 


and vicinity. The small monuments are 
distributed «0 as to give 37 to Chickamau- 
ga Park and 18 to Chattanooga and vicin- 
itv. The markers are of Quincy granite, 


five feet long and two and a half feet wide, 


with polished shields and inscribed with the 


word “‘Tilinoie’ and the name of the regi- 


ment engaged at the location of the mark- 
er. All the markers and the small monu- 
ments are built on plans of strikine simi- 
larity. The two great monuments of TIli- 
noils, which are among the most attractive 
on the battlefield, are located one at Or- 
chard Knob and the other at Rrage’« Hill, 


Missionary Ridge. The monument on 
Brage's Hill is erected in honor

Battery and the Chicago Board of Trade 
Battery. In architectural design it f< a 
canopy with tall, polished shaft, on the top 
of which ts a bronze figure of a standard 
bearer. It le built of New England granite, 
with base of Southern granite. The pol- 
ished work is very elaborate, the name “Tl. 
linols”’ standing out in bold relief. Among 
the other polished pieces on the monu- 
ment are four balls on the corners of the 
dome, eight columns on the corners and the 
main column. 


SENATOR CULLOM. 


The Senator’s Address at the Dedica- 
tory Ceremonies. 
Following is the address of Senator Cul- 


lom at the dedication of the Illinois monu- 
ments: 

“The impulses of affection give inepira- 
tion to this solemn occasion. We are as- 


sembled here to-day to dedicate monu- 
ments erected in this national park to the 
memory of the gallant and patriotic dead. 
who, while living, were honored citizens of 
the commonwealth of Illinois. 

“Fellow-citizens, strange feelings eeem to 
take possession of me as I stand in this sol- 
emn presence. We are in the presence of 
the dead who fought and died for the Union 
and the flag. What a sacred spot is. this 
to patriotic hearts. The ashes of dead pa- 
triots repose here. What better can we do 
than to consecrate our lives anew to the 
cause for which they died—the Union of the 
States and the liberties of the people. For 
these principles the brave men who Iie 
buried here gave their lives. 

“As we stand by these monuments, au- 
thorized by the people of Illinois, repre- 
sented here to-day by the chief executive 
of Illinois and by many others of its pa- 
triotic citizens, let us one and all renew 
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‘name of our Holy Land.

The brave men buried here form a part of 
the great army of 200,000 patriots who went 
out during the war from Illinois to battle 
for the Union. 

“How the recollections of the past crowd 
upon us as we stand in the midst of these 
mounds and monuments. They suggest 
bravery, heroism, patrotism; they recall the 
flag, the Union, life, death—all these present 
themselves for reflection. Here, a great 
battle was fought by our heroes: there, 
another, and so on, fellow citizens, the 
struggle continued until victory crowned 
our arms. 

“Fellow citizens, out of that great civil 
war in which the brave men fell in deadly 
combat on this battlefield, came anew the 
doctrine of the Declaration of Independ- 


ence, that all men are created equal and 
consequently free. The stone which the 


builders rejected has become the head of 
the corner. Out of the war the Union 
emerged an universally recognized nation— 
a Government with power to compel re- 
spect from either foreign or domestic foes. 
“The people will hold the men, in mem- 
ory of whom these monuments are erected, 
in ever-enduring affection. Cicero said: 
“‘Of all connections none are more 


weighty, none more dear than that between | 


every individual and his country. . Our 
parents are dear to us, our children are 
dear to us; but our country comprehends 
alone, all the endearments of ws all, for 
which, what good man would hesitate to 
doe if he could do her service.’ 

“As a nation we are making new mounds 
like these around us, and will soon again 
build new monuments over the graves of 
gallant men who have given their lives 
in maintaining the authority of our g&UV- 
ernment. Only recently the sad ‘ntetli- 
gence comes to us that a gailant son of 
Illinois has fallen while defending the hon- 
or and authority of his countrty, and no 
Illlinoisan fails to feel a thrill of pride 
as they read the story of his death and 
remember the career

“Fellow citizens, this is Colymbia’s Icly 
land. Here lie in final sleep the men who 
met with us in Illimois in 1881. here is 
not a city or a countrty seat [ilineis 
whose streets did not echo the footfall 
of the soldiers who sprang io the fray 
on that bright mornigg -n April. when 
the call of Abraham Lincoln was heard 
from sea to sea.

Ours were to main- 
tain a principle, theirs to upbuild some 
tyranny.

| IN BEHALF OF ILLINOIS. 


Governor’s Tanner’s Address Accept- 
_ ing the Gift of the Commissioners. 

Gov. Tanner, in accepting the work 
the commissioners, said: 

“In behalf of the commonwealth of Ii- 
'linois it is my duty and pleasure to accept 
these monuments from the hands of the Il- 
linois Commissioners and to pass them over 
to the care and keeping of the National 
Park Commission, We have before us evi- 
/dence that the Commissioners of our State 

have done their work well, in erecting 
these beautiful and appropriate monuments, 
and we have little doubt the National Park 

Commission will be equally faithful in pre- 
serving them as inspiring memorials to the 

future generations of our fellow citizens. To | 
you we commit in all confidence the eacred | 
grave of our patriotic dead. 

‘“‘He who dies in harness for his cause is | 
a hero, and all who feel the spirit of hero- 

ism will forever kKneel at his grave. In 
such a spot and on such an occasion, we 
| feel the force of the command addressed to 

the great law-giver of Israel, ‘Put off thy 
shoes from off thy feet, for the place 
whereon thou standest is holy ground.’ 
These memorials mark the place where 
the valorous sons of Iilinois fought, and 
where many of them fell in one of the 
most picturesque and important battles of 
the war for ‘the Union. These mountains 
and valleys have teen made thrice holy by 
valor, by self-sacrifice and by patriotic 
blood. 

“We ar@ here to dedicate these monu- 
ments, and to bless the soil where sleep 
our sacred dead But we are not here to 
gioat over the slaughter of adversaries. We 
are not in an enemy's country, but among 
friends, We perform here this day an act 
of the highest civilization; and we, the sur- 
vivors of the civil war, are here to declare 
that the only good:war is that which leads 
to a more secure and lasting peace. We 
know the North and South were equally 

Sincere in thelr convictions and equally val- 
in maintaining them. We of the 

North did not fight here simply to make 

widows and orphans, but that the future 

American, North and South, might have 

a nation and be free. These memorials 

which we leave in the Southland are em- 
bliems of peace, rather than of war. They 

tell of past strife, but they also tell of 
unity that came of that strife, of a broth- 
 erhood welded all the closer by the clang- 
ing biows of war; and, better yet, they tell 
of a great destiny for our Republic, the 
road to which could only He through con- 
‘filet and blood. 

;.-“Our Revolutionary fathers conquered for 
themselves and established fo rthemselves 
acertain measure Of political liberty. They 
| founded a government, bul the government 
they founded carried with it the infirmities 
imposed by the eondttion under which 
these great and wise men acted. Incom- 
patible and disrupting forces were sought 
to be bound up and reconctied in a single 
instrument of government Slavery Waa 
left here, to forever give the lie to Jeffer- 
son's great declaration that all men are 
created equal. Before the ink in which the 
Constitution engrossed had fairly dried 
we were quarreling as to What was the 
true construction of its provisions It re- 
quired (his great battie of which

and to make of us not an aggregation, but 
truly a people.

“The war with Spain gave opportunity

fighting side by side under the old flag, 
demonstrating that the transmitted valor 
which had omee clashed so terribly, is now 
available in a common cause. Truly, ‘Our 
eves have seen the glory of the coming of 
the Lord.’ 

“Slavery, the immediate existing cause of 
the great strife, perished in the white heat 
of conflict, and no citizen tn his senses, 
North or South, desires its re-establishment. 
The descendant of a man, once a despised 
slave is to-day as ready as his white broth- 
er to follow and vindkeate the flag which 
freed and protected him. Our late war with 
Spain found a colored regiment 1300 strong. 
officered from the Colonel down, by the 
Governor of Illinois, with men of their own 
race, maintaining the honor and traditions 
of their country on foreign soil.

“It only remains that I now present to the 
Park Commission, in behalf of Illinois, these 
monuments; and in doing so I can ask no 
more than that you may keep these graves 
as green, here under God’s Southern sun- 
light, as they have always been, and shall 
ever be, in the hearts of the generous peo- 
ple of Illinois whose cause these herves 
so valiantly upheld.”

ST. PAUL, Minn., Noy. 23.—The North- 
ern Pacific has issued official notice that 
898 of the general 4 mortgage bonds in de- 
nominations of $5000, registered, represent- 
ing a total par value of $1,490,000, have been 
drawn for the sinking fund. All outstand- 
ing bonds of this class under the first meet- 
ing have been called in for redemption. 
These obligations will be paid off at 110, 
with accrued interest, on presentation at 
the office of the road in New York City. 
All interest will cease after Jan. 1. 


This payment leaves the prior lien 4 per 
cent bonds of the Northern Pacific a 
straight first lien.
